26 Questions In 26 Minutes 
A True Minuteman... 


Interview 
by Craig Ibarra 
04/11/07 


I’ve been wanting to interview George Hurley for quite sometime now. I’ve read a lot of interviews 
with the MINUTEMEN & fIREHOSE in various fanzines and it seemed like George would hardly ever 
participate. Maybe he just couldn’t get any words in between Mike & D’s ranting, I don’t know. Mike 
Watt (or D) was basically the spokesman for the two bands. I got the feeling that George was more 
low key than the other members and I wasn’t too sure if he would be up for it. I don’t think that 
George has ever been interviewed solo but what do I know? I was kind of apprehensive about ask¬ 
ing him and I didn’t want to put him on the spot. Don’t get me wrong, George is totally approachable. 
I just didn’t know how he would feel about talking about the past. One night (after hours), I spotted 
George at the 7 Eleven (9th St.) here in town and I mustered up the courage to ask him if he would 
be up for being interviewed for the Rise & Fall. He didn’t even know about the Rise & Fall but to my 
surprise he seemed to be really into it. Everyone in town seems to know Georgie. I’ve known George 
for a while now and he’s always been a really cool, polite, mellow dude. Many people from town have 
a lot of respect and pride for George, Watt & D for their accomplishments as the MINUTEMEN & 
fIREHOSE and for helping put Pedro on the map. He is one of my favorite drummers and drummed 
for two of my favorite hometown bands. This intro is getting a little long so let’s just cut to the chase. 
A lot of fans wanna know a little more about Georgie’s trip so here is their (or your) chance. As the 
fIREHOSE song says, “Let The Drummer Have Some...” 


Were you born & raised in San Pedro? 

No, I was born in Massachusetts. I ended up here when I 
was about 5 years old. My dad got a job at Todd’s Shipyard 
at the time. We moved into the project’s up on Western. We 
lived there for about 5 years. I’ve been in San Pedro almost 
all my life though. 

What type of music were you listening to when you 

were growing up? 

My first records I got were through a deal with Longines 
Symphony. I got “Happy Jack” by The Who, Grand Funk 
Railroad “Live” which is a pretty kick ass rock record. I still 


think it is to this day. I got one other record; it was... what 
the hell was her name? Some kind of country star singer. 
She (Bobbie Gentry) sang the “Tallahatchie Bridge” or 
something, I can’t remember. But those were my first three 
records that I listened to; they’re really kind of strange. 
“Happy Jack”, The Who is really kind of a weird album com¬ 
pared to most of their other stuff. Then I started listening to 
stuff like Montrose, Rory Gallagher, all the way up to Kiss. 
I think right after Kiss is when I first heard about punk rock. 
I dressed up as a punk rocker for Halloween in high school. 
There was a big gig down on 17th street, there used to be 
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a car lot there. I made 
these big high heel plat¬ 
form shoes like Kiss had 
but I had these pins and 
stuff, you know. These 
heels were made out of 
paper mache; they did¬ 
n’t last too long (laugh¬ 
ter). I got laughed at. 
Punk rock, I knew about it. I think Mike probably exposed 
me to most of it though. He knew a lot more about it. 

Did you come from a musical family background? 

No, not really. None of my grandparents or anyone ever 
played an instrument that I know of. I’ve always wanted to 
play drums, I don’t know why. Even when I was a little kid. 
I didn’t care about guitar; I just wanted to play drums. 

How old were you when you started playing drums? 

Well, I got my first drum set when I was about 19.1 traded 
a motorcycle for it. It was my first real drum set I ever had. 
I never had a drum set before that. I started a band when I 
was in 3rd grade with a friend of mine’s drum set but he 
took it back after a few weeks (laughter). I used to make 
drum sticks at the Boys Club out of plexi glass and stuff. I’d 
beat on Thrifty ice cream boxes. 

Who were some drummers that influenced your play ¬ 

ing? 

Urn, some of the rock bands I listened to. I liked a lot of 
diverse stuff, I guess. I liked Crosby, Stills, Nash & Young 
but then again I liked Blue Oyster Cult a lot. I didn’t care for 
Queen; I couldn’t hang with them too much. I think their first 
album was pretty good. Influentially, probably like Alex 
Acuna of Weather Report. I used to listen to a lot of jazz 
stuff when I was coming out of high school. I just got into it 
for some reason. I used to go to Hermosa Beach to the 
Waterfront’ there on Pier Avenue. It was cheap. You could 
go see jazz guys play like Max Roach & John Abercrombie. 
You’d pay 3 bucks and go in and watch them play. It was 
really pretty amazing. I really got into that. That’s proba¬ 
bly when I realized that you didn’t need a drum 
set like Neil Peart to play some fancy shit cuz 
these guys had drum sets that looked like 
they just rolled out of the back trunk of a 
car. I mean just barely put together but 
they were playing some shit like magi¬ 
cians, man. It was really, really inspiring. 


How did you meet Watt & D? 

We all graduated the same year but I didn’t know them in 
high school. I met them probably around the same time I 
got my first drum set. I met Mike at a friend’s house; Ed 
Nielson who got into playing drums cuz I played drums too. 
He got kind of inspired. Watt used to come over to Ed’s 
house and we’d all be drinking & stuff and that’s how I met 
Mike. He asked me for a long time to play some music with 
him cuz I had a shed at my house where we used to jam all 
the time. We’d have kegger parties in the back and the 
grass was about two feet high from pissing all over the 
place (laughter). He wanted to jam out and I really wasn’t 
into it cuz I was a surfer then and he was sort of like a geek 
(laughter). I don’t know, we were kids. He asked me for a 
long time to jam with him and I never really did but finally I 
agreed to it and him and D. Boon came over one day and 
we played and it just went forward from there. We just set 
up practices and we just started doing it. That’s when Marty 
Tamburovich joined up with us, the singer. That was The 
Reactionaries actually. The first group we did together. 

So. Watt turned you onto punk rock more or less? 

I knew about punk rock. I don’t know how he found out 
about it but he knew about Zed Records. Once we started 
jamming together we started listening to stuff that Mike had 
and then we’d go to Zed’s together and we’d go to gigs. It’s 
probably cuz of Mike that I learned about it most. It was 
hard being validated by Mike to be officially punk (laughter). 
What happened to The Reactionaries, why did you 

guys break up? 

Well, we had a bunch of songs. I guess Mike broke up the 
band one day. I don’t know, maybe he got in a fight with 
Marty or D. I can’t really remember. All I remember is we 
had set up a recording session and Mike bailed on it the day 
we were supposed to go in and record. He said he wasn’t 
gonna do it. He made me call and cancel the appointment. 
I said, “Why don’t you do it!” I called and cancelled it and 
soon after that the band broke up. 

Did you play with any other bands after The 

Reactionaries? 

Yeah, as a matter of fact. We (The 
Reactionaries) were all kind of excit¬ 
ed. I was because you know, we 
were gonna make our first record 
but that fell through. I wanted to 

















make a record; I wanted to play music so I ended up join¬ 
ing a band with these two gay guys up in Hollywood called 
Hey Taxi. They were nice guys. I ended up making my first 
single with them. I was with them for about a year and a 
half. 

Were you friends with the original Minutemen drummer 

Frank Tonche? 

Oh yeah, absolutely. I still am. He still lives in San Pedro. In 
fact he dated my sister for something like 7 or 8 years I 
think. He still comes to the family gatherings & stuff. 

How did you end up joining the Minutemen? 

Well, Mike, D and Frank had started the Minutemen. They 
started doing songs. I think Frank might have done a gig or 
two with them and I guess they scheduled a recording ses¬ 
sion and the day before I guess Frank decided he didn’t 
want to do it. He didn’t wanna go record. I guess maybe he 
was apprehensive about doing it before that, I don’t know 
but he bailed on it. They called me up Thursday and said, 
“Hey, we’re supposed to record these 7 songs with Frank 
but he’s not gonna do it. Can you do it for us?” So I learned 
them overnight. I learned and rehearsed the songs with 
them Friday night and then Saturday we went in and 
recorded the first Minutemen single “Paranoid Time.” 

I read Watt’s Black Flaa/Minutemen 1983 tour diary and 

he says that he was being picked on. Did you get along 

with Henry and the other Flag guys? 

(laughter) Everybody got picked on. I don’t remember him 
being picked on so to speak. When you travel around in a 
rolling can for month’s at a time you’re gonna get in argu¬ 
ments and stuff. You can’t run away, you just got to lump it 
man. You just got to get back in the van and go to the next 
gig. Sure, we all got mad and fought but I don’t remember 
him specifically being targeted or picked on. Did he say he 
was being picked on by anybody specifically? (laughter) 



No. 

Yeah, we used to all get picked on. Maybe we picked on 
Mike a little too much that tour, I don’t know (laughter). I 
don’t recall it. It must have been something he did, maybe. 
It might have been when he had bugs (laughter). 

He had bugs on tour? 

He had the stomach flu. He said, “I got bugs! I got bugs!” 
So here we are down in Florida (it’s so fuckin’ goddamn hot 
down there) and we’re crossing Alligator Alley. So he duct 
tapes his army pants at the ankles and he stuffs his pants 
full of wash towels from the gas station and we just head on 
out (laughter). I guess you know the rest (laughter). We 
were hanging out windows the hole way, the gators were 
snapping (laughter). Alligator Alley, you could only stop to 
get gas I think once or twice and then the rest of it’s just all 
marshland. You can’t get out of your car; you might get 
eaten by an alligator. Finally we got to the other side and 
we stopped at a restaurant to go and eat. I don’t recall what 
happened but I don’t think the waitress was too happy with 
the smell (laughter). We might have picked on him then. 
Only cuz we had to suffer a little. 

What did you think about the hardcore scene with all 

the spitting. Siam dancing, etc. Did you feel that the 

Minutemen fit in with this scene? 

Well, you know what? I played drums so I didn’t get loogied 
on too much but Mike and D did (laughter). It was really 
kind of strange. When we would go to the first punk rock 
gigs up in L.A. at the Masque, the bands were a lot differ¬ 
ent. Each band was real diverse, no two were alike. Most 
people would say it was more on the artistic side, more 
artsy I guess, I don’t know. They were just unique you 
know. You’d see about 7 bands in one night and each one 
of them were totally different. Once it grew big overnight, it 
drew like thousands and thousands of people. That’s when 























I think the spitting started and the agro punk thing was more 
prevalent. Those people used to come out and see us play, 
how can you hate ‘em for that? They loved doing it (laugh¬ 
ter). We accepted it for what it was, you know. 

What Minutemen record are you most proud of? 

I never thought about that. When I listen back to the records 
some of the songs really blow me away. I don’t know if 
there’s any one record I like the most. I think “Double 
Nickels” is the one I would say because, man, you had to 
go in and learn 46 songs in the studio. That’s crazy (laugh¬ 
ter). 46 songs man! There are a lot of good tunes on that. 
I’d say “Double Nickels.” That was the most challenging 
one. 

SST Records out out most Minutemen records and 

most of fIREHOSE. Did you feel that SST treated vou 

guvs right and why did you auvs decide to go to a 

major label? 

I don’t think they treated us right even to this day. I’m strug¬ 
gling to pay my bills and stuff. I haven’t seen any money 
from Greg Ginn in about 20 years now. You know, shit, what 
can you say about that, you know? He seems to be doing 
all right. Why bid we go to major label? Mike made a lot of 
the decisions. I wasn’t against it, I guess we just decided to 
see how it would go, you know. We kind of got the deal that 
we thought was fair and tried it. 

I sent out an email to mv mailing list asking people to 

send in questions for this interview and I got back a lot 

of replies wanting to know about your hairdo. 

(laughter) I still have my hairdo. It’s no different except for 
the fact that it’s getting shorter as I get older of course. 
Watt called it “The Wave Unit?” How did that come 

about? 

Yeah, I think he used to rank on me and pick on me about 


Flock Of Seagulls or something like that (laughter). I had 
real curly hair, you know. I don’t know why, I never really 
had long hair. I just started growing it from the front. I can’t 
remember even why I started doing that. I guess it just 
started getting longer and I just let it grow out. When I look 
back and see some of the pictures with that thing on my 
head it’s just like, wow! It used to get caught in so much 
shit. It was the hardest fuckin’ hairdo you could probably 
ever have. I mean even my drumsticks would get stuck in it 
and I couldn’t get it out, I’d have to play with one stick 
(laughter). It just kind of grew on me. I guess I did it just to 
try and be different. I enjoyed it; I used to swing it around in 
circles and stuff. 

What fIREHOSE record are vou most proud of? 

Probably “Down With The Bass.” That was a single wasn’t 
it? I like that one. It’s hard for me to remember all the tunes 
on those records cuz I don’t have any of them anymore. 
Everybody takes them from me you know, “Let me check 
this out.” Yeah, go ahead, you know and I never see them 
again. I got to think back cuz sometimes I get the 
Minutemen & fIREHOSE songs mixed up. I didn’t like 
“Flyin’ The Flannel” as much as I liked the other ones I 
know that. I think “Ragin’, Full-On” I’d have to say. 

Did you feel that fIREHOSE had run its course, who’s 

decision was it to break up fIREHOSE? 

No! I didn’t. I still thought that fIREHOSE still had a lot more 
potential. Ed was really getting good. He was really becom¬ 
ing a pretty strong guitar player. His singing was really 
good, his playing was good. I really thought that he had a 
lot more in him to offer the band. Him & Mike were having 
problems. I don’t know why Mike decided to break up the 
band. I guess he wanted to pursue some other artistic ideas 
for himself and that’s how it ended.

What other bands have vou plaved in after fIREHOSE? 

Let’s see, I played in a group called Vida with Dez Cadena, 
Tom Troccoli & Bill Bowman. Farmers, they were from 
Hermosa. That was another good band, I liked that band. I 
did Fuck Wagon for about 6 or 7 months. Mayo Thompson 
& Red Krayola, I did that for a few years on & off. I did some 
other little things in between too. Little bands but those are 
the ones that I played around with. 

Is there any reason that vou aren’t involved with any of 

Watt’s recent projects? 

Well he hasn’t asked me, that’s probably why. I do gigs with 
him once in a while. But I would do it if he asked me. I think 
he enjoys playing with different people. Which I could 
understand cuz I like to too. I play with guys around town 
here; I play with a lot of different people. I play with this jazz 
guy, Phil Monroe which is kind of a challenge; he’s a really 
good guitarist. It’s a challenge to do something different. 
You & Watt have done a few shows playing Minutemen 

songs, what was that like? 

Pretty amazing. It was a lot of fun. It’s really strange how 
you could here the guitar playing even though it’s not there. 
You know what’s funny? A lot of people don’t realize there’s 
not a guitar player up there (laughter). That’s funny. It’s fun, 

I enjoy it. 

What did you think about the “We Jam Econo” film? 

I liked it. It really brought back some memories. I thought it 
was pretty neat, I thought it showed the band pretty well. 
You were recently involved with a project called 

Unknown Instructors, how did that come about? 

Oh, A friend of Mike’s from the Midwest. Dan McGuire, he’s 
a teacher from Ohio I believe. He had all these songs he 
wanted to do. We actually did two recordings with him. 
David Thomas (Pere Ubu) even came out and did this last 
thing with Dan along with Joe Baiza, Mike & me. They’re 
pretty much thrown from the hip type of thing. Improvised 
pretty much. He has basic outlines of what his ideas are 


and we just go for it and jam ‘em out. 

Are you playing with any bands right now? What have 

you been up to lately? 

No, I’m not. Just with Phil Monroe doing the jazz thing. I 
play with guys around town. I’ll play with just about any¬ 
body. If someone wants to jam or something, I’ll come down 
& play. That’s what I love to do. I’m still in the garage... 
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I (pronounced: kwee). The mighty band with the mighty funny name. A name that 
conjures up images of quaintness. It sounds so dainty, so tiny, so fragile. But 
then one must consider the somewhat less than dainty vocalist, David Yow, the 
new guy. Most of you probably remember him as the front man for not just one 


but two powerhouse bands, Scratch Acid and The Jesus Lizard. He's notorious for stalking his stage like an 
intoxicated preacher whipped up in a frothy, frenzied lather. A whirling dervish caught up in some maniacal 
trance. A panther speaking in tongues, spitting out vitriolic tales of human folly, horror and humor. 



I caught up with Qui one cold evening on the back patio of the Scene Bar in Glendale, CA just before they 
embarked upon a short tour; their first with David. They weren't actually playing that evening. They were there 
because Matt Cronk and Paul Christensen, the guitarist and drummer/vocalist respectively, are also in a band 
called The L.A. Gentlemen Callers who were playing that evening. Here's what they had to say for themselves.

It just sucks that the only people that get treat¬ 
ed good there are assholes who are there getting a free vaca¬ 
tion, you know.

All: Lozen (excellent female duo from Tacoma, WA). 


YOW: I’m lookin' forward to meeting them. 

MC: They're probably like the two coolest girls who have ever 
walked the Earth. 

Yeah, Annie's rad, I like her a lot. So, were there any other 

bands you guys were in before Qui? I know David was in 

a couple little projects. 

MC: Well, I have no idea what David was doing. 

YOW: Photo retouching. 

MC: Paul was in a really, really good jazz quintet when we were 
in high school that played like a happy hour show on Friday 
nights at this really classy bistro in Minneapolis and they were 
really good. 

Yeah, I've noticed Paul's got a real jazzy trip going on. 

MC: Me and all my friends used to go and see them every Friday 
night and I'd be like, "Goddamn those guys can play." 

Did you watch him play and then say to yourself, 7 want 

to play with that guy.' 

MC: Yes, actually. 

PC: I think it was right around then that we started playing 
together.

MC: We're one of the hottest or maybe the hottest adult con¬ 
temporary easy listening cover bands in Silver Lake right now. 
What will you guys be listening to in the van? 

PC: Billy Joel, Willy Nelson. You know, easy listening, classic 
rock, soft rock. 

MC: Today, in the car, as I was driving around, I was listening 
to "Fire Cracker" by Brian Adams like a dozen times. 

Wow. David, what do you listen to? 

YOW: The sound of my cat drawing blood. The last vehicle I had 
that had a CD player in it I think I had the soundtrack to 
"Mulholland Drive" stuck in there and I would listen to Rebecca

Do you guys have a CD player in the van? 

PC: No, just a radio. 

Are you guys headphone guys? 

MC: We're going to get one of those radio transmitters that 
works with an iPod and David has an iPod and we're going to 
load it up with adult contemporary soft rock. 

YOW: Let's load it up! 

MC: I like to listen to Motown a lot and gangster rap. 

YOW: We're kind of a gangster rap band. 

MC: We re from the streets. 

What makes you want to be in a band? 

MC: It's about all I've ever wanted to do since I was about nine 
years old. 

Can you remember what it was that inspired you to start 
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playing music? 

MC; When I was little, my dad used to play Frank Zappa and 
Tom Waits and stuff like that a lot. I got into heavy metal when 
I was seven. And then when I was 10, my dad bought a couple 
Dead Kennedys records to be funny and I appropriated them and 
that was pretty much it. 

How about you guys? Was there a band that made you 

want to start playing music yourself because a lot of peo ¬ 

ple enjoy listening to music but not everyone decides that 
that's what t h ey want to do. 

PC: Well, it wasn't a band that I saw but my parents raised me 
on the Beatles and I loved them immediately, still do. 

YOW: I was always into music. You know. I'm very, very old and 
when I was a kid, I used to buy Beatles 7"s when they came 
out. I was a big Beatles fan and I was a Led Zeppelin fan and all 
that. But then I saw a band in Austin in 1979 called the Huns 
that made me think that punk rock was the way to go. And I 
sort of forsaked a lot of the music that I had been listening to. 
MC: Forsook. 

YOW: Yeah, forsook. But if you asked me six months ago, did I 
want to be in a band, I'd go, 'No, not interested.' But then doing 
a couple songs with these guys and then a couple more songs 
and then sort of practicing. 

Can we talk about how that all came about? 

YOW:.Yeah. Okay. Well, let's do that..They asked me to do a 
couple songs with them live. 

MC: One song. 

A Jesus Lizard tune. Yeah, I saw that go down here at the 

Scene Bar. 

PC: "Glamorous" 

YOW: But then, playing with these guys, I love both of them like 
they were my own and it's a blast and it's completely changed 
my... I didn't want to be in a band. I had no interest in being in 
a band. Early on I'd said, 'Okay, I'm in the band now, blah, blah, 
blah. But l don't want to do much touring. I'm old' and that's all 
changed. I want to do whatever. Qui's going to take over. 

/ can believe that. So did you'see them play out so me¬ 

whereT How did you guys originally meet? 

YOW: He was in the bathroom at a Greyhound station. 

MC: That's right. I had a needle stuck up my urethra and it was 
stinging me like something awful and Dave was like, 'Is there 
anything left in there?' and I said, 'Yeah, if you can get it out, 
it's all yours.' 

So it was sort of an Bxcalibur thing , If you can poll the 

needle from this urethra, you will be the king of all the 

land!' 

MC: So, we just got chummy, hanging out. Talked about doing 
a song together once for fun and it just sort of went from there. 
What would you guys like to achieve as a band? Is there a 

particular goal in mind? 

YOW: Get to the point where we don't have to have jobs. 

Have you guys ever been to San Pedro? 

PC: Yeah, we stayed at a youth hostile down there. 

MC: When Paul and I, years ago, first came to Los Angeles, we 
showed up here with a car load of stuff, a couple of bucks and 
we were like, 'Okay, let's find a place to live.' Which turned into 
a two month process of being back-and-forth between Santa 
Barbara and San Pedro; we stayed at a youth hostile in San 
Pedro several times. 

PC: The one by the big peace bell. 


The Korean Bell. 

MC: Yes, and it was one 
of the most horrifying 
times of our whole lives. 

And we went to this 
doughnut shop to get cof¬ 
fee sometimes, where 
there was this guy who 
was clearly trying to get 
his life together after 
many years as an 
amphetamine addict and 
we hung out with a bunch 
of Jesus freaks and East 
German tourists. And 
yeah, San Pedro's killer 
dude. 

Cool. Okay, here's 

another gay question. 

If you could be an ani ¬ 

mal, what animal 
would that be? 

MC: My parent’s cat. 

PC: Definitely not my par¬ 
ent's cat, they put her to 
sleep. She was senile and 
fat, morbidly obese. 

Ho you guys have pets? 

PC: No, I don't have a 
pet. 

YOW: I have a cat. Little 
Buddy. Although, I've 
decided... his birthday's 
coming up in a couple 
weeks so I reckon he's 
too old to change his 
name, he's accustomed 
to it, but, if I had it to do 
over again, I'd have 
named him Peeve. The 
next pet I have, I'm going 
to name him Peeve. 

Who'll be watching your cat while you're gone? 

YOW: A friend of mine's car got totaled. She's going to borrow 
my car and then in return she's going to take care of the cat. 
MC: A bunch of kids from the Dream Center, bunch of little 
black children. 

YOW: Although I don't know what’s going to happen when we 
really, really hit-the-road. I think I’m going to have to get a room¬ 
mate or move or something. 

It sounds like you're going to be hitting the road pretty 

seriously soon. 

YOW: I reckon around September we're going to hit-the-road 
severely for the rest of the time we’re a band, which will be at 
least a year or two. 

You guys want to go to Europe and all that? 

YOW: God willing. 

PC: Love to. 

MC: Fuck yeah! We're doing "Qui - Live At Budokan", mother¬ 
fucker. 
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Did you guys record the full-length at infra Sonic Sound? 

PC: Yes we did. 

How did that go? 

PC: Very well. 

MC: Couldn't have been better. 

PC: It was over a three year period. Some of the stuff was from 
a long time ago. 

So, you guys pulled out old tapes and recorded over them ? 

PC: Yeah. 

MC: We've been working with Pete Lyman since basically we 
started. 

What a dick that guys is. 

PC: Oh, for sure. 

MC: Asshole. 

Total piece of shit. / mean, Hike him but most people seem 

to really hate him. 

PC: I do not like Pete Lyman! 

MC: Me neither, (much laughter} All kidding aside, Pete Lyman 
and his studio have been the biggest friends to us that anybody 
has ever had and has granted favors that are far and beyond 
anything that would be expected of a friend. He does an 
absolutely fucking stellar job and is nothing but a pleasure to 
work with. 

YOW: And when we're doing our grammy acceptance speech 
the first person we have to thank is Pete. Peter. We're going to 
say Peter because it's like saying dick.

might want to share with us? 

MC: Yes, we're gearing up to be omnipresent. 

YOW: That means being everywhere at the same time.

YOW: No. Not in a God. In my old age I've become somewhat 
spiritual. But it doesn't have anything to do with organized reli¬ 
gion or a God.

YOW: l reared a nun once. 

MC: My parents were old hippies and wouldn’t let me hang out 
with Christian kids.

YOW: Thank God! 

So look, /just want to thank you fordoing this interview 

and I apologize for not being better prepared. 

YOW: I think that's probably good. It's cold and our beers are 
inside. 

MC: Yeah, let’s go get drunk. 

Good idea... 

Buy their records, buy them drinks, send them naked pic¬ 
tures of yourselves and above all, go see these guys live 
because they're really, really fucking good.

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There is a house down in New Orleans they call the rising sun. Hello, I’m Hal Ba Dal and I didn’t go to that house. 
I went to the Drinkers Purgatory house in Anaheim, CA. The dudes are my bros. I even gave Troy’s little brother 
Trevor his nickname. I called him “Troytrev.” I stayed up all night thinking of that one. It’s a really cool house with 
a shit load of posters, beer cans, trash and dudes. They have two rattlesnakes and some other shit. I think I saw 
a cat but it wasn’t moving. We got some beer (PBR) and found ourselves in the backyard just as Mike woke up. 
I’m not going to tell you who plays what or describe what they sound like. They are in this magazine because they 
are good and when you see them live you can ask them their name’s. Read on to see what happens when you 
don’t think up questions before an interview. Interview by Hal Ba Dal. March 31, 2007. Photos by Shanty Cheryl. 


You want to do the interview? The tape’s rollin’. 

Drinkers Purgatory: (Just kept smoking.) 

Where have you guys been on tour? 

Mike: A couple of West Coast things and Japan. 

Japan! How did that all happen? I’m not saying you guys suck, 
but that’s a big trip. I actually really like your record a lot. 

DP: (They all sort of cringed and started laughing). 

What? You don’t like it? 

Trov: Not really. It’s alright I guess. 

Sean: We can do better than that. It was too rushed. 

It doesn’t sound rushed. What’s up with the alarm clock? 

Trov: Stonerbots. (Laughter) 

Mike: That’s the direct effect of weed right there. 

Do you guys know that’s the most painful sound? 

DP: Yeah...Yeah... 

Sean: I think that’s why. It’s just to fuck with people maybe. 

Mike: It’s not very smart... 

Trov: No, just think about it. Let’s take the most annoying sound and 
put it on our record. 

Mike: That’s why we did it. Originally we were supposed to do a 
record. We had the vinyl plates but we just didn’t have the money to 
press it. 

Trov: Chris Kohler threw the plates out the window so we gotta 
remake the mothers. 

Sean: Wait what? He threw them out a window? 

Trov: Matty never took them to press and he had them in his truck 
for like a year. Somehow they got thrown out the window, so I hear. 
Mike: So the alarm clock would have been on side B after the last 
song before the sneaky song. The whole intention was to see who 
makes it... someone could be hanging out listening to the record... 
and you know, you chill... maybe sometimes you pass out... you’re 
gonna smoke a little weed... 


Sean: Keeps you on your fuckin’ toes. You’re not gonna listen to us 
and go to bed. 

Mike: The theory was that normal people aren’t going to get to that 
secret song cause they would just see that the groove goes to the 
middle of the record and be like, “These fucking assholes put an 
alarm clock on for like 8 minutes." 

How many minutes? 

Trovtrev: (Not in the band) It’s 4:20. 

Mike: I didn’t pick that. Davey and Matty did the sequencing. They 
called us and they’re like, “We put the alarm clock on for 4:20." I was 
stoned enough to be like yeah... and I say that’s rad hippie shit. 
Sean: What’s great is when I hear people that put our album on their 
iPod and they say that they want to kill me every time it comes on. 
They are listening on their earphones and they have to rip them out 
of their ears because it’s just so intense. 

Let’s talk about how rad Japan was. 

Trov: Where should I start...the girls are fine. 

Trovtrev: I made out with a thirty-six year old. 

Trov: They get trashed and fall asleep. They got fine bathing facili¬ 
ties. 

What do you think about the robotic toilets? 

Trov: I accepted it right away. 

Sean: I liked it because I had some pretty nasty shits on tour. I’m 
talking about the squirts. Those help out when you have the fuckin’ 
shits, man. 

Did you guys like the food there? 

Sean: I’m kinda picky with my sushi. Well, it was good I just didn’t 
realize how Americanized it is over here. 

Trov: They eat the stuff that sucks all the fish (laughter). 

How big were the crowds in Japan? 

Mike : Two hundred, maybe like close to one hundred? I don’t know, 
I’m really bad at counting crowds. 
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Sean: At that one rehearsal studio show there was like one 
hundred people there. 

Mike: Rehearsal studios that bands rent here, over there they 
will set up a show at the last minute. One show was like a six 
band bill but it was supposed to be like eleven bands. 

Sean: We played two shows with like eleven bands. 

Eleven fuckin’ bands at one show? That’s the whole 
crowd right there! 

Trov: They book like six bands at least. Here, that would never 
happen. 

Sean: They all work efficiently over there. There’s like no 
fuckin’ lag time where people are forgetting what they are 
doing because they are getting so wasted like, “Who’s play¬ 
ing? Is there bands playing?” 

Mike: That's because no one smokes pot. 

Sean: You don’t even have time for a cigarette. By the time 
you’re half way done... 

Mike: Really, I think it’s only because they don’t smoke pot. No 
one’s stoned out there. 

It’s hard to score weed out there right? 

Sean: But they also just get stuff done efficiently. Even there 
parking, they are efficient about it. Even their crime, it’s the 
one mafia. Everything’s efficient with everything they do. 

Isn’t the lack of crime great? 

Mike: Yeah, our merch sat in an open hallway for like four 
nights. 

Sean: Yeah,.you don’t have to watch anything. The donations 
for all the bands was just sitting out with no one guarding it. 
Trov: All their bands had the best drummers, they were super 
tight. 

Sean: All the musicians were really good. 

When you go there and see the bands, you have to think 
that they’re just rippin’ off American bands... but they do 
it way better. 

Sean: Like I said... efficient, man. They take our stuff and 
make it way cooler. 

Trov: Dude, did you guys ever go to any restaurant parties? 
Speak of this phenomenon, “restaurant parties.” 

Sean: AJI you can eat and drink for twenty bucks. 

Trov: The shows would end around 1:00 or whatever and all 
the trains would stop at 12:30. We just hung out with the peo¬ 
ple that put on the show. Then like 30 or 40 of us would just 
go to these restaurants with huge fuckin tables. You gotta take 
off your shoes, you know, traditional shit. We’d just fuckin’ 
party till like 5 in the morning until the trains started coming 
again. It got crazy man. 

Sean: They brought out like saddle kegs for us to drink. A 
bunch of Sake bottles all over & people passing out. A couple 
of us pukin’. 

Trov: They bring out a bunch of Kirin and everyone is pouring 
your beer for you. 

Sean: The Japanese tradition is not to pour yourself a beer. 
Trov: They taught us all this etiquette when we were eating. 

Were you guys like the loudest people in Japan? 

DP: Yes! Yes... 

Sean: I tripped on it because I’m usually quiet anyway. I was 
just like, “Shut up! We’re stupid Americans, don’t be so loud.” 
But by the time I got shitfaced I didn’t care. 

You got any more tours planned? 

Trov: The Pteradacdudes are going on tour. No Drinkers tours 
planned. 

Mike: Drinkers are supposed to record a full length in 
September and then maybe do a two-week tour with Killer 
Dreamer in November or December. 

What label are you guys on? 


Mike: Small Pool Records. 

Trovtrev: You guys are on iTunes now right? 

Mike: I don’t think that’s happening. They sent the money 
back. I guess the money that Matty and John sent them. 
Sean: Like, “Fuck you, we’re not accepting this?" 

Mike: I don’t know, we got denied. 

You guys are cooler than iTunes. (Laughter) But nowa¬ 
days it’s just Myspace right? It doesn’t even matter. Fuck 
it! (Pep talk) What do you guys think about that, there is 
no underground music anymore? There’s no such thing. 
If you have a band and your dorkey enough, you can get 
like a thousand people a day to fuckin listen to it. 

Sean: It’s a totally different do it yourself scene, I’ll put it that 
way. Like some people get it, some people don’t. 

Mike: It’s weak in a sense cause anybody can just get online. 
But in a sense it’s better too cause there’s not many kids that 
actually know there’s another way of doing things. Everybody 
thinks it’s like the whole Warped Tour thing. Especially us liv¬ 
ing in Orange County, it’s not like San Pedro at all. There are 
not many kids that are clued into the fact that there’s a DIY 
scene at all. They think they gotta do it that one way or there’s 
no other way at all. 

It’s like, “Have you been watching MTV too much sir! Get 
on the fuckin’ road!” 

Mike: Book a show, call someone. Call one of your friends that 
came through town. People don’t think they can do that. 

Trov: There are all these talent scouts too. They’re like, “You 
wanna get fuckin’ huge? Talk to me.” 

Mike: There are stupid ways of going about shit. Who wants to 
send out a press kit? Check out this glossy photo and this bio 
I wrote about my band. It talks about how promising my career 
is and how much I’ve offered the stale scene of rock n’ roll. 
Sean: They’re so disconnected from the fact that when you 
say you’re going on tour everybody thinks you’re huge rock 
stars. Dude, bands tour for years before... ”How much money 
did you make?” I fuckin spent a lot of money! 

Mike: You have to stop fifteen times in the night drivin’ through 
fuckin Utah because the van is broken. 

Let’s talk about Rawl. Is he in the band for good? 

Sean: I think for now he is. 

Trov: We’re like half time, he’s like quarter time and it kinda 
works out. 

Mike: Yeah, he’s cool. That’s why we started the other band 
cause when he’s doing all that other shit we could just stay 
busy with something else. 

Trov: Yeah, we’re all kinda busy. So when we’re not busy it 
kinda works itself out. The universe provides, the stars align. 
Who wrote the songs on your old record? 

Mike: Everybody. Like someone will bring a riff and everyone 
just works off of that. Usually whoever sings on a particular 
song is who wrote the lyrics for the most part; sometimes it’s 
collaboration. 

Hey, you guys are from O.C., are you guys racist? 

Trov: (Laughter) It depends on what you are. (More Laughter) 
Is your new record going to be hotter, faster, punker? 
Sean: It’s going to be faster because Rawl is playing. 

Trov: Yeah, there’s going to be a four way split 12 inch. No 
People, Drinkers, U.R.T.C. and Off With Their Heads. 

Sean: We are going to do a split 7 inch with Killer Dreamer. 
Hey Mike, are you like Mexican or something? 

Mike: Yeah, Mexican and Filipino.

The Bay Of Smokes 

Being that this is the 10th issue of TRATF, I thought it'd be a good time to note that it's the 100th birth¬ 
day of our beloved port. I know it doesn't carry any weight for most of us, but I thought it would be a good 
opportunity to talk about the early history of the town. I'm talking way early history here. 

Pedro was first discovered by Juan Rodriguez Cabrillo in October of 1542. Although he didn't make it onto 
land, he did name the area he was in 'bahia de los fumos' or 'bay of smokes' to you gringos. Story is that 
the Native Americans here were either leaving up smoke signals to help fisherman find their way back or 
they were using fire to flush out wild rabbits for food. 

San Pedro was actually named such by famous explorer Sebastian Vizcaino who settled on the name 
because back then it was in style to name places after the day of the patron saint on which the place was 
discovered. I always thought it had something to do with ports being named after ol’ St. Peter because he 
was a fisherman and all that jive, but I guess I thought wrong. 








Many tribes were settled in the Pedro and South Bay area, and historians guess that there were as many 
as 10 different tribes in the area.

I guess the streets were modeled after the old trading routes of 
the Indians. 

I could go on and on about the Dominguez family and how they inherited the area and how the Sepulveda

So go out and have a drink for San Pedro. Enjoy your town and all the landmarks and beautiful places I 
have written about before. Heck, even go get involved with the new developments in the town. A lot of 
change is coming to the town and with the development of all the new lofts, many new businesses will be 
moving into the downtown area as well as many new faces. The Bridge to Breakwater plan is still (kinda) 
moving forward. In a hundred more years this place might be the next Southern California coastal desti 
nation...
